Moisture In The Indoor Air 


During The 


The extreme importance of nmiain- 
teining sufficlent moisture in the in- 
door alr during the heating season 
has never been fully realized in Can- 
ada. Of course, everyone knows in 
a general way, that the atmosphere | 
of our houses is much too dry in the 
winter months, but very few realize 
the extent to which the condition| 
affects our health wind comfort, not 
to mention the inereased consimp- | 
tion of fuel and destruction to house 
furnishings. 

Irswiated houses without artificial 
means of humidification, are partic-| 
ularly Hable to develop unhealthy} 
living conditions tn winter. 

The human nose performs all the 
daties of a well-ordered air condl- 

~tloning plant in a threefold) way, 
acting as a filter for dust and bac- 
teria, heating the pale which enters | 
the lungs and humidifying tt to 40 
per cent, relative humidity. If hot, 
very dry air ts breathed continuous- 
ly, the nose is called on to furnish; 
large amounts of moisture, resulling 
in the drying up of mucuos mem- 
branes and nasal secretions and the 
subsequent irritation and swelling of 
the tender membranes of the throat} 
and nose. This frequently causes 
headaches and dizziness and pre- 
pares a veceptive fleld for disease 
germs. 

The New York State Commission,’ 
in their investigation of ventilation | 
conditions in the schools of the! 
State, found that they were able to| 
reduce the temperature in the school 
rooms from 78 degrees Fahrenheit to 
68 degrees by the proper humiidifica- 
tion of the air, with perfect mainten- 
ance of comfort, That is, the efec- 
five temperature was lowered ten de- 
grees. They also determined that 
the children’s inclination to work was 
increased 35 per cent, by the cooles 
atmosphere. [In an industrial inves- 
tigation this commission proved that 
exeessive heat promotes premature 
fatigue. Subjects under test, work- 
ing on plece-work, receiving a bonus 
for quantity of work in addition to 
flat rate, did 13 per cent. nore work 
at 68 degrees than at 75 degrees. 


The excessively high tempewature } 
required for comfort im ary vir, 
wastes considerable heat. Tem- 


peratures of 75 @egrees to 80 deerees 
are common in houses with low hu- 
midity, whereas only 68 degrees Fah-

Flax For Fibre 


Important Factorea In the Production 
of a Satisfactory Crop 

Uniformity of soil, freedom from 
weeds, good drainage and a fair de- 
gree of fertility are important fac- 
tors in the production of a satisfac- 
tory crop of fibre flax. If the soll 
is not uniform the erop of fibre will 
be irregular in quality and cause 
trouble In retting and  seutching. 
Freedom from weeds is necessary as 
thelr presence makes harvesting very 
dimeult, 

The land on which flax seed is to 
be sown should have been ploughed 
in the fall. In the spring as soon as 
land fs fit for preparation it should 


'be worked to a very fine tilth and 


rolled with a heavy roller before 
sowing. 
Flax seed sultable for sowing 


should be capable of germinating at 
least 90 per cent. and be practically 
free from weed seeds and of a bright 
chocolate color. Tests made at ser- 


eral of the Dominion Experimental 
Farms show that Riga Blue and 
Dutch Blue are two of the most 


productive varieties, and the home- 
grown seed of these varieties give 
better results than {mported seed. 
Flax for fibre should always be 
sown broadcast. Sowing at the rate 
of 1144 bushels per acre is generally 
satisfactory, but the tests carried 
out at the different experimental 
farms indicate that the yield of fibre 


may be Increased by a heavier 
application of seed up to 2 bushels 
per acre.
